CAUGHT WITH THE GOODS.

HAND GRENADES OF WAR OF "12.

Md=-Time Ordnanes Found at Fort
Henry—low They Were Uned,
While examining the conteuts of the
rdnapee storehiouse at Fort Mckleary
Lisut. J. L, Holéowmbe, of the 128th
oast artillery, discovered several
boxes of old hatnd grenades which are
suppossd to be more than 100 yeuars
old, says the Baltimore American.
The misslles are of the earliest male
used by the Unlted States government,
and were probably placed at the his
torie old fort when it was first erectsd

In 1812, Owing o the way in which
they were packed the grenades had
only the slightest trave of rast upon

thefu.

The discovery of the weapon recalls
a bit of the anclent history of the
country, In explaining thele use Lieut,
Holeombe sald that the grenndes were
handled only by the grenadiers of the
ship, who, walking out upoen the yard-
arnus of the old fashioned fOghting ves-
selg, threw them Into the ranks of the
enemy.
